Some Hint* on the Subject of Keeping

Hie Com Grows. 


The profit is that left over after all 


expenses are paid, which includes rent 
or interest on land and buildings, capital 
invested in stock, labor and food, but 
the opportunity offered the farmer of 
selling his own labor in the form of some 
product must be considered as one of 
the advantages. Where a farmer makes 
only a small profit, but has derived a fair 
sum for the labor he personally bestow- 
ed, his gain is greater than the actual 
profit. On the farm the item of labor 
must be considered according to its ac- 
tual cost as an expenditure. Though the 
labor of the farmer himself is an item of 
cost, and must be paid for, yet he pays 
it to himself, and it really is profit be- 
eiuse of the employment secured by him 
on the farm. For that reason a small 
farm, or a small flock or herd, will al- 
ways pay more, in proportion to expenses 
incurred, than larger areas or an increase 
of stock. The personal supervision of 
the farmer or the interest taken in the 
work performed by him will also add to 
the gains because of the closer applica- 
tion given and the economy practiced in 
every department. The labor on the 
farm, therefore, is the heaviest of all ex- 
penses, and it is the principal standpoint 
from which all profit must be estimated. 


Expenses are reduced when the yields 


are increased, because iu many instances 
it requires but little more labor to seen re 
a large yield than a small one, and ex- 
penses are also lessened when fertilizers 
are used to increase the yield, because 
the cost of the fertilizers will be more 
than regained as well as assist in secur- 
ing greater results from the labor. 
Labor cannot alone make a crop. The 
soil must be fitted to derive the largest 
possible product by the proper use of 
plant food, which permits of the applica- 
tion of labor to the best advantage. 
Small farms can be made to largely in- 
crease their yields more easilyand rapid- 
ly than large areas, because the manure 
or fertilizer can be concentrated instead 
of spread over a wide surface at an in- 
creased cost of labor for men and teams; 
hence, proportionately, as the yields in- 
crease the expense decreases. 


The profits and receipts from a farm 


cannot easily be computed for a single 
year. Labor given this season may bring 
in results for a year or two after the 
work is done. Manure on some soils is 
lasting, and the beneficial effects of some 
fertilizers are more apparent the second 
year than the first. A crop of clover 
that gives a yield as hay may leave in 
the roots and sod much valuable nitrogen 
as a supply for some succeeding crop, all 
of which lessen expenses in the future 
by reducing the proportion of manure or 
plant food that would otherwise be re- 
quired, with the necessary labor. 1'roflts 
on the farm are, consequently, much 
greater when the averages for several 
years are compared, as each year must 
liear its proportion of expense, and a 
failure to secure a profit this year may 
not be a loss, because there may be a 
corresponding reduction of expenses 
next year. The best mode of reducing 
expenses is to cultivate no more land 
than can be kept up to its highest limit 
of fertility so as to secure the largest 
yields possible.—I'hiln'. Jicmrd.

bEKVlNG THIS EXCKLLJSNT AllTI- 


OLE UF FOOI>. 


A well cooked, rightly cured ham is sc 


essentially an article for the aumtne: 
larder that a few words as to the bes. 
ways of preparing one may be seasonable 


Unless the ham is old. experience hn 


taught me that it is best not to soak it 
for though in some cases soaking is a 
needful operation, yet it must be mos 
judiciously performed, as the meat loses 
Riently in qnality by immersion, after a 
certain time. 
In any case, if obliged to 


soak it for a time, let it rest on a rack iu 
the veasel in which it is put to soak ; the 
salt will thus sink to the bottom and not 
remain in contact vith the meat. 


When you are ready to boil a ham 


whether it lias required soaking or not 
trim it carpl'ully, paring oR' the rusty 01 
black edges ; saw off the end of the bone 
and lie the end of the ham lightly with 


_ piece of strinpf; this will prevent un- 
sightly gaping. Put into a pot enough 
water to completely cover the ham ; add 
* quart of cider, an onion studded with 
cloves, a bay leaf, a carrot and parsley 
md thyme; put in the ham ; add half a 
cup of brown aiicnr, and boil until Hie 
skiu peels oif readily ; the rule is .It'teen 
minutes to the pound. Take it out, re- 
move the skin ; lay in n dripping pan and 
>ake from half an hour to an hour, ac- 
cording to the size of the ham, basting 
every (ifteen minutes with the liquor in 
•vbich it was boiled. 


If )ou omit the baking process, boil 


twenty minutes to the pound, and if it is 
ntended for immediate consumption, let 
t stand in the water until cold. This 
makes the meat very juicy and tender; 
but if required to last for some time, it 
must, be cooled free from moisture.

beaten egg and enough cream to moisten 
it; season with cnjenne and s-ilt if re- 
quired, put a litre mound of ham on 
each piece of toast, and s"t iu a hot oven 
for ten minutes or until lightly browned. 
This for a breakfast or lunch with coffee 
yellowed with real cream at the former 
meal, anil cocoa with a spoonful of 
whipped cream on topat the latter, gives 
a most appetixing hot-weather meal.

Another way is' to mix 
the potatoes, butter, cayenne and yelks 
of two eggs together; put tiie minced 
ham in a frying pan with a little butter;

rural communities than are all tiie signal 
services in existence. 
When geese and I 


iltieks are unusually energetic in their 
ablutions, and butt the water vigorously 
with their wings, thelionestconntry folk 
will tell you that a storm is at hand 
If 


your dog eats grass on the lawn, it is con- 
sidered not only a sign that he is in bad 
health, but is said to portend an atmos- 
pherical distill bailee. 
A similar inter- 


pretation is put upon the presislent crow- 
ing of the rooster, that embodiment of 
vigilance and activity whose presumed 
foreknowledge of events from the days 
of St. 1'eter has caused uneasiness to 
many u mortal, since his crow is also be- 
lieved to be the forerunner of hasty and 
unwelcome news. If the usually pacilic 
sheep suddenly assume a belligerent 
frame of mind and take to butting each 
other with the vim of two little Southern 
pickaninnies in a butting match the vic- 
tor of which is to be awanled a finv pen- 
nies, then look out for an atmospherical 
squall. When pigs, too. si art a row 
among themselves it is believed lo be- 
token the approach of a storm-and a 
cold one into the bargain should they 
wind up by running around wilh sticks, 
hay or straw in their mouths.

The appeaiaure nf the kildec 
plover, with if plaintive squeak, is .-in- 
other indication in the panic line, while 
the croaking of the lain fioir or ihe <;,-uv- 
ing of the riiip crow is an infallible pre- 
cursor of foul weather. Let the birds 
build their nest low down in the Irees. a 
wet summer is predicted ; but if they 
build them in the top biancl.es, this 
means a dry season. Consideiable faith | 
may be placed in the (light of swallows, 
from the fact that they seek their food' 
upon the wing, anil when the alnmspherr- 
is cha'ged with jiuiature the insects up- 
on which limy feed are unable to rise 
very hign. Hence the lowilightoftlK.se 
birds means rain ; their high HVhi,. f.,,-,. 
weather. The density Of the air is idso 
probably the reason why the common 
housefly is such an unusual nuisance im- 
mediately before a storm, it being then 
more dillicult for him to mount ^kvwaid.

done nothing but study Ihe weather f, r 
fifty years said th 't the only eoni'ln-ior 
he could arrivr at after that length of 
time was "the weather is changeable. 
It does sometimes seal a ui.i,ch upon 
our Signal Service, as on I!H. F,nirt| 
.Inly last, when Jupiter I'luvms appea 
in all his fur), although a line d ' 
been announced, 
liutaii excoptio'i such 


as this casts no gieai reflection upon the 
accuracy of our weather men. Sliil it is 
difficult to instil this into the minds oi 
the old-lime fogies, particularly those 
the rnial distiicts, who.se laith in the 
signs of birds, beasts, bunions and the 
heavenly bodies will not be shaken. 
Some of their tiaditions are eminently 
reliable. Some, however, are eminently 
ridiculous. 13ut they are all so pleasing 
that if they should cease to exist folk- 
lore would be robbed of half its charm-
